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A BREAK IN THE CARNEGIE MILLS 


Ten Men Go on Strike and It is Said More Will Im- 


mediately Follow—Status of the 


Great Steel Stryggle. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 13.—Ten men left 


the lower union plant of the Carnegie 
company today and it is claimed that 
the rest of the crew, to tne number of 
twenty-five, will ioliow. The rollers 
did not go out, but most of the ten 
men aro skilled. 


The strikers claim that others will 


follow tonight, but this the managers 
deny. The latter say the desertions 


have no effect on the plant. 


OHttsburg, PA., Aug. 13.—Complete 


returns from all of the strike centers 
have not been received today, but as 
for as they go they indicate that 
there has been slight change in con- 
ditions since yesterday. 
-During the 


night the strikers made further gains 
from the National Tube company at 
HcXeesport and seem to have some- 
what strengthened their position at 
Wheeling. 
The Bellaire plant was 


closed last night, but a determined 
attempt will be made to operate it 
today. 


The strikers are watching the plant 


and boast that they have it tied up 
and are in a position to keep it so. 


Preparations are being made here 


to increase the number of men in tlie 
Lindsay & McCutcheon mills, which 
have been operating with one non- 
union crew since last week* and also 
to start the big. Painter mill* which 
has been idle since the first order to 


strike went out. 
Tho police here 


have shown that they will make a 
determined attempt 'to prevent vio- 
lence or disorder, and the steel man- 
agers augur this as favorable to 
break into the strike with non-union 


men. 


NO PLANS FORKED. 


It is apparent that no plans have 


yet been formed for attempts at re- 
sumption at McKeesport or Wheeling 
and it is believed here that the com- 
panies whose plants are either partly 
or completely crippled will wait until 
the excitement at those two points 
has subsided. 


The American Tin Plate company 


is moving to secure resumption at 
some of its plants, and the officials 
here feel sure that they will succeed. 
Mayor E. L. Boyanton, of Niles, has 
issued a statement in which he says 
that the stories of attempts on the 
lives of the Lisbon tin workers yes- 
terday were exaggerated. 
Steel of- 


ficials seen here today express their 
complete satisfaction with the pro- 
gress they are making. 
They say

THE CADILLAC 1$ DISQUALIFIED 


Judges Decree That Detroit Boat Fouled Canadian 


Challenger in Race at Chicago-Invader 


Finishes Well Ahead. 


Chicago, Aug. 13.—Cadillac, pride 


of the Detroit Yacht club, was dis- 
qualified in today's race, the third 
in the series for the international 
cup. 
It was charged and the judges 


decreed that Cadillac fouled Invr.der 
in the start, and after running to the 
first buoy of the triangular course 
Cadillac quit, and Milwaukee, the 
"sidewalk boat," took up the race and 
raced in with Invader. 


Invader crossed the finish Hue at 


2:49, and Milwaukee five and a half 
minutes later. 


The race started with an unfortun- 


ate occurrence, which caused flags of 
protest to be raised from both yachts. 
Cadillac crossed the line at 11 a, m. 
ou the port tack, Invader following a 
few s&conds later, amid the cheers of 
spectators on shore. 
Invader crossed 


on starboard tack, but so close were 
the rivals that the manouvre forced 
the Detroiter to come about. . As she 
was right on the buoy Invader fouled 
her, running on Cadillac's starboard 
quarter. 


Captain Jarvis hoisted the protest 


flag and Skipi*r Thompson, of the 
Cadillac, did likewise. 


Cadillac had windward position at 


the start. 
Invader pointed higher 


but could not foot fast enough to 
cross ahead of. her and so came about 
under Cadillac's stern at 11:04:45, 
followed by Cadillac at 11:05. Cadil- 
lac blanketed Invader and Invader 
came about again on port tack and 
at 11:06 Cadilla'c came abou't.

11:08 Cadillac tried to cross In- 
vader's bow, but was forced to go 
about, both skippers showing skill

Emperor William, the other mem- 
bers of the imperial rarnlly and the 
visiting princes assembled in the 
royal hall at the Wildpark railroad 
station. 
The high court officials, 


military dignitaries, Count Von Sue- 
low and other members of the cabi- 
net, the Knights of the Black Eaglo 
and the members of the reichstag as- 
sembled at 10:25 o'clock in an ad* 
jacent hall. 


Soon after 10 o'clock the special 


train ordered by the emperov to bring 
the 
invited 
guests from Berlin 


reached Wildpark station. 
, Among 


the guests the foreign, ambassadors 
made a striking figure, wearing their 
highest 
official 
uniforms. 
The 


TJnited States ambassador, Andrew'D. 
White, however, was attired in sim- 
ple black. He looked pale and weak 
and showed traces of his recent be- 
reavement by the death of his son. 


A SOLEMN HTJSH. 


At 10:30 the signal was given that 


the funeral train was approaching: 
Conversation, which had hitherto 
been carried on in suppressed tones, 
entirely ceased, and an air of great 
solemnity possessed the company. 
The train rolled in slowly and noise- 
lessly. 


Twenty-non commissioned officers 


of the dowager empress' Hussar regi- 
ment No. 2 came forward and bore 
the coffin to the royal hearse, which 
had in the meanwhile arrived from 
the new palace. 
Chamberlains and 


courtiers, with the royal insignia, 
participated in the transfer of the 
coffin from the funeral car to the 
hearse. 


Slowly and solemnly the procession 


formed. 
Eight staff officers seized 


the reins of the eight splendid black 
horses attached to the hearse and 
four keepers of the black eagle took 
hold of the points of the pall-cloth, 
while twelve royal chamberlains held 
the supports of the canopy covering 
the hearse and four other curtiers 
held the. cords from the corners. 
Flanking these, -o the right and left, 
were two staff officers and twelve 
captains. - 


PROCESSION FORMS. 


The procession formed in the shady 


avenue extending from Wildpark to 
the new palace. The public had there 
the only opportunity to see theproces- 
sion, but got only the slightest view 
of it, although immense crowds had 
assembled upon the streets intersect- 
ing the road at right angles, and the 
people strained their necks to get a 
glimpse of the cortege. 


Preceding the hearse were squad- 


rons of soldiers and marshals bearing 
the various insignias and orders of 
the dead empress. , 


Among, them was .General, Von 


Waldersee, who carried the dowag«*r 
empress' crown, Numerous members 
of the imperial court and the court of 
the deceased empress also marched in 
the procession. Following the hearse 
came Emperor William, King Ed- 
ward, the. crown prince of Germany 
and the emperor royal princes and 
royal personages. . 


Then came the foreign ambassa- 


dors and ministers and personages 
from the 
emperor's and empress* 


entourage* members of the govern- 
ment and the parliamentary bodies

icans and Kurupi'.-inu :n "tli*; hairy 
Ainus," aits liio only aboriginal jit-oplo 
no\v living lu .lapan. They arc called 
"hairy** in <-oiitra*listint»tlon to tuo 
smooth fucvtl Japanese. Koreans ami 
('hfm*ao. Their prosont homo Is in Hok- 
kaido, or Yosso, the most northerly part 
of the I'inpliv. althovi^b it I> supposed 
that in wii-llir tiiiR-s they oi-cupiod 
most <tf t!io cm Ire country. Ancestors 
of the Japanese of today found them in 
possession and by force of superior 
arms and civilization gradually drove 
them to the north, much iu the fai&c 
way us Uie suva^es were driven back 
toward (lie I'iieilk- by the early settlors 
:n AiiierKa. 


The Alibis live todr.y pretty much as 


the Indians on their reservations iu the 
\\vsL They are si ill for the most p-'irt 
half savage, and the Japanese name 
for tin-in, "Vesso." UK*:IUS barbarian. 
They are very skillful iu hunting and 
fishing, which are their chief occupa- 
tions. They are under the protection 
of the imperial government and are 
entirely separated from the Japanese. 
The latest census showed that they 
number very nearly 17.000, 


Aiiion;* :he many curious eustomit of 


the AInus perhaps the quaintest is their 
method of naming their children, They 
observe a, peculiar ecouomy iu giving 
names. The infant must so without u 
name until it shows iUelf worthy of 
bearing one. If it Is sickly and not 
likely to live, it Is not considered worth 
while to waste a name upon It. As 
each child must by Immemorial custom 
have a brand new name, used by no 
oae In the community* unuics are scarce 
and must be gunidcd. 
If the child 


should be given a name borne by gome 
one else, the ghost of the former pos- 
sessor of the name may come back 
from the underworld to avenge the 
slight 


It is customary to take u name from 


some incident that occurred at the 
child's birth or It Is left to the parents 
afterward to choose one for It. Should 
the Infant come Into the world with :i 
smiling fnce it might !»e called Ikishi* 
maburu, which means a smile, or fond 
parents may call It Kamolssngo (u 
pulling rope of the gods) If they wish 
their child to be in the special care of 
the gods. 


1'roui the age of 7 to IU Ainu children 


of either sex have their heads shaved, 
but after 11 they are allowed to have 
long hair and wear the same clothes 
as grown persons. They wear no cloth* 
mg unless the weather is very cold. 


The favorite and almost exclusive or- 


nament Is the earring, usually made OL' 
metal. What clothing is worn is made 
of straw. They never wear shoes or 
other covering for the feet except as a 
great luxury and mark of distinction 
on ceremonious occasions. 


The men carry small knives and to- 


hncco pouches, uud the women carry 
small looking glasses and knives. Thy 
knife Is used as symbolic. The maiden 
wears it with the blade bare, but when 
she marries it Is worn In a sheath. The 
women also paint their faces, using ;L 
kind of ink for the purpose. 


The Ainus live mostly by fishing and 


hunting. They hunt the bear and deer, 
ouch snlmon nnd other tish and grow 
potatoes and millet. 
Whenever they 


can get it they oat rice, which they re- 
gard as the best food, though they do 
not rni.se it themselves. 
Doth sexes, 


smoke tobacco and drink liquor. 


The marriage customs differ widely 


from those of the Japanese. The ques- 
tion Is first settled between the youth 
and maiden, who then refer the matter 
to their parents through a mediator, 
who should be a lelative of the pro- 
spective bridegroom. The man must 
send a present of lacquered ware, 
which is regarded by them as one of 
the most precious things in the world. 
This, however. Is reclaimed by him if 
his wife afterward seeks a divorce. 


Ainus live in dwellings of about the 


".iiue class as those of the American 
Indians. The rude hut has two win* 
dows, one of them for ordinary earthly 
uses, the other reserved for the en- 
trance of the gods. 


Woman is fairly treated nnd held In 


deep respect. The man Is not allowed 
to enter the house when the woman is 
In it alone, and he is not permitted to 
walk behind a woman. When a man 
meets a woman, he must saJute tirst, 
by smoothing his beard and rubbing 
his hands. 
Then she responds by 


touching her nose with a linger of her 
left baud. 


Onring October the Ainus hold a re- 


ligious fete, which Is culled the bear 
festival, because they sacrifice a bear 
whicJi bus been carefully fostered for 
three years. 


Judicial punishment among the Alnua 


consists of a severe boating with a 
stick administered to the culprit. The 
ciinies are generally theft—stealing ar- 
ticles or the wife of a neighbor. As 
*uere are eight men to one woman the 
majority of the males are not married, 
and wife stealing Is very common. The 
accused i.s subjected to a long exauuuu- 
Uuif by the chief of the community and 
i.s then compelled to resort to the ordeal 
of lire. He must take a stone out of 
boiling water. If innocent, the Ainus 
think hu will not be injured. 
If the 


question cannot be settled in this way. 
the principals iu the dispute must tight 
it out. 


The Ainus arc polytheists, though 


tLey limit their gods to two, a god of 
tiro and n god of water. The iirst is 
called Kabeknmoi and the latter Hato- 
kamol. They, also, like most peoples 
who hnvc n religious system, believe In 
some sort of heaven and helK—Japao.

WAVE OF UNIONISM. 


A wave of unionism has swept over

pete for existence In America, ho would 
have been crushed out by the civilized 
power, as the Indian has been* says

LONG-DISTANCE FAST RUNS. 


Thirteen years ago the rivalry of 


the east and west shore lines between 
London and Edinburgh established 
i new record in long-distance railroad 
runs, which was surpassed by the 
Empire express in 1892. 
There was 


more racing between 
London and 


Edinburgh in 1895, and a new record 
aras established, but twenty-five min- 
utes was afterwards taken off the 
time of the Empire express. There 
is now a new outbreak of racing be- 
tween London, and Edinburgh, due to 
the effort of the Midland road to re- 
gain its lost popularity with trav- 
elers, says the Journal of Commerce. 
In 1888 
the run from 
London to 


Edinburgh was made in eight and a 
oalf hours and was claimed to be 
easily the fastest long-distance run 
in the world. 
In 1892 the Empire 


State express began 
running from 


New York to Buffalo, 
forty miles 


!ongei* than the distance 
'between 


London and Edinburgh, in only ten 
minutes more time. 
In 1895 the 


British 
records 
established 
were 


from London to 3>undee, 452 miles, 
:n 8 hours, and from 
London to 


Perth, 450 miles* in 7 -hours and 45 
jninutes. The runs'to Aberdeen, 540 
miles by the west shore and 527 by 
the east shore routes, were made in 
3 hours and 58 minutes and 9 hours 
tnd 11 minutes, respectively. Three 
Tears ago a London Times special 
commissioner 
made the run 
from 


New York to Buffalo, 440 miles, in 
3J^ hours, which he compared with 
the run from London to Perth by the 
sast shore, a mile and a half longer 
xnd only a minute less than nine 
hours, and the west coast route, 8J£ 
mites and 21 minutes longer than the 
run of the Empire state express. He 
returned by the Black Diamond ex- 
press, which he compared with the 
Midland train, London to Perth, a 
tittle longer and with more stops. 
A handsome allowance for the extra 
miles and extra stops would be forty- 
flve minutes, but the extra time al- 
lowed by the 
Midland is, in fact, 


over two hours. The London Times 
idmitted, several years ago. that the 
fastest regular trains were run in 
this country and Prance. A German 
engineering 
authority a year ago 


gave the priority decidedly to Prance, 
but most of the very fast runs on 
French roads were much shorter than 
those of the Scotch expresses or the 
distance between Hew York and Buf- 
falo. 
The east and west coast lines 


have been, dispatching 
trains from 


London at 10 o'clock, which reached 
Edinburgh at 6:15. The Midland put 
on a train to leave half 
an hour 


earlier and reach its destination ten 
minutes earlier. 
The running times, 


therefore, were 8 hours and 15 min- 
utes for two lines and 8 hours and 35 
mintttes for the third, for a distance 
forty miles less than the distance 
from New York to Buffalo, which is 
done in 8 hours and 15 minutes. 
One of the British trains, however, 
initiated the racing by disregarding 
the time when it was due in Edin- 
burgh and getting there as soon as 
it could. The east shore train ar- 
rived thirteen minutes ahead of the 
time and the Midland train was one 
minute behind time. The former left 
London half an hour after the latter 
and had reached Edinburgh, 
four 


minutes ahead of it. The west shore

spectators on shore. Invader crossed 
on starboard tack, but so close were 
the rivals that the manouvre forced 
the Dfitroiter to come about. 
As she 


was right on the buoy Invader fouled 
her, -running on Cadillac's starboard 
quarter.

United States ambassador, Andrew'D.

A SOLEMN HUSH.
